As all Sin deſerves 
its Puniſhment, and will at one time or other, in this or 
another place meer its juſt Demerit; So rare it happens:

upon our elves. AnFnſtance of this fatal Truth, the 
Death of Sir Thomas" Armſtrong doth 1ufficiently, verity. 
Nor certainly- could any.Perſon that in like manner ever

inc at the Juſtice of the Almighty therein, then himſelf.
